The president is in error in his statement 
as to China, for the simple reason that the 
Chinese government was helpless and the 
viceroys of the provinces constantly were 
pressing for the withdrawal of the foreign 
troops. 


Intervention Is Not Desired. 

Intervention in Mexico is not desired by 
more than half a dozen men in congress, 
But the general sense of that body seems 
to be that a firm stand must be taken to 
protect foreign life and foreign property 
and thus avert a real danger to the policy of 
the United States through complications 
with European nations. 

The action of Germany and Japan in 
sending marines to guard their respective le- 
gations in Mexico City shows their appre- 
hension of trouble. Before taking this step 
they first notified the United States of their 


| intention and no objection was offered there- 


to. In considering the matter the question 
arose as to whether or not American ma- 
rines should be dispatched to protect the 
American embassy. 


No U. 8. Troops for Mexico City. 

Telegrams were sent to Rear Admiral 
Wietcher and Mr. O'Shaughnessy asking 
their views. Admiral Fletcher pointed out 
that a small command might be attached, 
while a large force of 1,000 men would create 
the impression of intervention.

NEW VERSION OF SLAYING. 

El Paso, Tex., Feb. 28. A new version of 
how William S. Benton met his death at 
Juareg essentially differing from the official 
account given out by Gen. Villa and be- 
lieved by Benton's friends and countrymen 
to be authentic has reached here. 

According to this new version, Benton went 
to Villa’s office in Juarez and abruptly en- 
tered ‘the latter’s quarters without a formal 
invitation. Villa at once recognized Benton 
ag an old enemy, dating back to times prior 
to the insurrection, and, slipping behind his 
visitor, barred the door. 

Benton, they say, did not reach for his 
hip pocket or make any menacing motion, 
and neither did he use abusive language 
or sive utterance to threats, but began to 
complain strongly about repeated robberies 
on his ranch arid wanted to know when he 
would be allowed to return to it without fur- 
ther molestation. 


Ordered Arrest of Visitor. 

Then, according to this version, Villa, pre- 
tending to walk to the door, slipped behind 
Benton’ and felt his hip pocket, in which he 
found a revolver, Holding Benton, he imme- 
diately Called in his guards and placed him 
under | arrest, charging him with attempted 
murder. 


Benton Was then locked in another room, 


and later he asked for a personal interview. 
In this talk, it is said, Villa claims that Ben- 
ton conféssed to him frankly that he had in- 
tended to do him harm, and Villa then ad- 
mitted that he ordered Benton shot at once. 

Apparently there was no court martial or 
trial. None was mentioned by Villa, and his

Concert Draws Crowd.

HB first of the Chicago Symphony orches- 
tra’s “popular” concerts in the series ar- 
ranged under the auspices of the Civic 
Music association, the City club, and 
various settlement houses took place last 

night in Orchestra hall before an audience that 
filled the auditorium and proved to be the most 
enthusiastic and responsive gathering of the 
season. Through the efforts of these organiza- 
tions the tickets had been gold in the outlying 
districts of the city at prices ranging from 15 
to 75 cents, and the management reported that 
twice the number of lesser price seats could 
have been disposed of at the box office had they 
been available. 

The audience represented people from all 
walks of life. Those seated on the main floor 
looked to be as proBperous as the average pa- 
tron of music, but in the balcony and gallery 


there were many who plainly enjoyed less than 


a comfortable share of this world’s goods, 
though possessed of a capacity to find pleasure 
in beautiful music and to express that pleasure 
in applause far more vigorous than the usual 
patrons the o$chestra concerts can develop. 
Further, the applause was discriminating. It 
wage evident that these people had learned to 
know and to love music, even though excluded 
from a part in the regular concert 1 of the 
city.

Among the most attentive of the listenezs 
were fifty boys of the Neighborhood Settlement 
house band, whose bright red uniforms made a 
Splash of vivid color at the back of the balcony. 
It was suggested to one youth that the band 
on the stage—from the back of the balcony 
they looked as though they were placed at the 
bottom. of a well—Wwas a pretty good one.

“Lots of difference. A band has no string 
instruments and it has more clarinets in place 
of vieline and more cornets and different 
drums.” 

The questioner turned away entirely satisfied 
and somewhat abashed at the precision of this 
technical knowledge and left the boy and his 
red coated companions to their complete ab- 
sorption in the music. It has been assumed by 
the promoters that these concerts would have 
to begin with the more familiar and melodious 
examples of good orchestra musie and serve 
Aa purpose educational as well as entertaining. 
But it is evident that the program of last 
night was quite well known to the audience. 

The first encore was demanded after the noc- 
turne and scherzo from Mendelssohn's Mid- 
summer Night's Dream music, and when Mr. 
Stock responded with the same master's 
“Spring Seng” the opening measures were lost 
in applause. Then Mr. Weisbach had to repeat 
the Meditation from “Thals," and Mesers. 
Schreurs and Steindel were similarly rewarded 
for their share in Massinet’s Under the 
Trees.” Grainger’s “Mock Morris“ provoked 
another encore—the Beethoven mennetto in G 
and Stocks arrangement of the Dvorak Hu- 
moresque” had to be repeated.
